DEAD POPE 


{Continued from first p«f«.] 


live an illnws, showing such supreme 
courage in 'dying. The pontiff's last 
breath was taken exactly at four min- 
utes past four. I approached 'a lighted 
candle to his mouth three times, ac- 
cording to the traditional ceremonial, 
and afterward declared the pope to be 
no more. I then went to inform Car- 
dinal Oreglia, the dean of the sacred 
college, who immediately assumed full 
power and gave orders that the Vati- 
can be cleared of ail curious persons 
having no right to be therein. Con- 
temporaneously the cardinal instruct- 
ed Mgr. Righi, master ot ceremonies, 
to send the Swiss guards from the 
Clementine hall, to close all the en- 
trances to the Vatican and to dismiss 
all persons from the death chamber, ' 
the body being entrusted to the Fran- 
ciscan penitentiaries." 


Meantime, events of momentous im- 


portance to Catholic Christendom were 
occurring. The death of Pope Leo 
meant the passing of the supreme 
power into the hands of the sacred 
college of cardinals as its temporary 
custodian during the interregnum. 


The perfect administrative machin- 


ery of the church provided against the 
slightest interruption of the governing 
authorities. 
As the senior member of 


the sacred college, Cardinal Oreglia, 
to whom the pope solemnly confided 
the interests of the church, now be- 
comes the exponent of the cardinals 
until Pope Leo's successor shall be 
elected. This has brought forth Ca:r- 
dinal Oreglia as the striking person- 
ality of the hour. 


The cardinal is the exact antithesis 


of Pope Leo, having none of the late 
pontiff's sympathetic and benevolent 
characteristics. He comes 
from a 


noble Piedmontese stock, and his no- 
bility is shown in his haughty and 
austere bearing. He is not popular 
among his colleagues or the Romans, 
and his brusque manner has earned 
him the title of "Piedmont Bear." He 
Is tall and robust and his 74 years are 
shown by the whiteness of his hair. 
His face has the tawny hue of old 
parchment and is deeply lined. De- 
spite his austerity, 
the cardinal's 


learning and piety are universally rec- 
ognized. 


The Coming Conclave. 


The greatest interest is now cen- 


tered in the work of the holy conclave, 
which is to select the successor to 
Leo XIII. Speculations, prophecies 
and predictions come from every di- 
rection in favor of the various candi- 
dates. The comparatively long illness 
of Leo has had the effect of narrowing 
the chances of some who entered the 
contest with what was thought to be 
the brightest of prospects, while it has 
brough forward the prominence of 
others who at first were hardly con- 
sidered. The result is that they are 
all now on about the same level. It is 
said that there has never been a con- 
clave in which there were so many 
candidates who have a fair chance of 
winning. 


Such a situation might lead to a 


struggle of much longer duration than 
that of 1878, when Leo was elected. 
That conclave lasted scarcely three 
days. The contest would be prolonged 
especially if, after the early ballots, 
the 
different 
parties 
whose exact 


strength could only then be estab- 
lished, persist in remaining faithful to 
their 
favorites instead 
of joining 


forces with those of candidates having 
better chances. 


In 1878, when Pius IX died, it was 


evident to all that the cardinals who 
had the best chance of success were 
Cardinals Pilio and Pecci The former 
would certainly have been elected if 
he had not made in the conclave a 
written statement declaring that he 
would not accept the tiara, as, having 
compiled the syllabus, he would be 
be open to an attack which would 
have been detrimental to the church. 
Therefore the nomination of Cardinal 
Pccci followed without obstacle. 


Now there are a half-dozen at least 


who are entering the conclave with 
equal chances of success.
